Trusteeship Co uncil Op ens Sessio n 


The new west wing of the Ham­ 
lin Memorial Hospital has been 
completed frc^m a construction 
standpoint and present plans of 
the hospital board call for the 
wing to be ready for occupancy 
between July 20 and August first. 
Reports indicate that the new 
wing was erected at an approxi­ 
mate cost of $21,000. 
Estimates 
submitted indicate that cost of 
furnishing the new’ wing will total 
approximately 
$8 000. Board mem. 
bers are accepting endowments 
from citizens of the county to 
individually furnish the new sec­ 
tion. 
When the new structure is ac­ 
cepted as a completed unit of the 
hospital, capacity of the institu­ 
tion will be 32 beds in 11 rooms 
which have been combined into 
four wards. 
The new’ structure is similar 
in design to the original structure 
and furniture selected for the west 
wing will be modern in every 
respect. Heating of the unit will 
be by a central system that will 
be thermostatically controlled. 
Furniture has already been pur­ 
chased and is scheduled for de­ 
livery about July 20. 
Details of 
fche financing of this purchase will 
be reported on at a later date. 
Remarkable feature of the new' 
addition to hospital facilities in 
Hamlin is the fact that only a 
few years ago the project was be­ 
lieved to be hopelessly involved 
in financial entanglements. These 
difficulties have been eliminated 
and the hospital is solvent in every 
respect. 
Board of directorsh and man­ 
agement of the hospital have an­ 
nounced that a complete account­ 
ing of the expenditures incidental 
to the new construction will be 
made in a forthcoming issue of 
The Herald.

Food poisoning and the spread 
of food-borne diseases 
can be 
“things of the past”, State H ealth1 
Officer George W. Cox asserted | 
In a report to The Herald late j 
this week . 
“People need only remember 
three things to bring about the ( 
end of the food poisoning disease. 
classification," Dr. Cox declared 
“Buy food from safe sources, pre­ 
pare it in a sanitary fashion, a n d . 
serv e and store it correctly.” 
He said state laws cov ered the ! 
sale of contam inated food to the { 
houswife, but “only the housewife 
j 
can see that food is properly stor­ 
ed and cleanly prepared for serv ­ 
ing to the family.”

That, the doctor said, is how peo­ 
ple get trichinosis and tapeworm. 
The growth and miltiplication of 
certain toxin forming bacteria in 
unrfrigerated foods bring on food 
intoxication, according to the ex­ 
planation. 
That is the source of 
staphylococcus infection and the 
deadly botulism. 
Some k inds of 
mushrooms and certain shellfish 
are also poisonous. 
Some poisonous substances may­ 
be acidently introduced into food, 
Dr. Cox said. 
‘‘For instance, ro­ 
dent an dinsect poisons, spray re­ 
sidues on fruit 
and v egetables, 
and poisons from m etal contain­ 
ers.” 
To point up the deadliness of 
some food poisons, he related the 
story of the housewife who sus­ 
pected some home-canned green 
beans she had just opened were 
tainted. 
“She barely tasted one of them, 
but it k illed her in a m atter of 
hours. 
Such instances are rare 
but do occur.”

Traffic accidents in Texas are 
k illing about one-third more peo ­ 


ple this year than were k illed 
last year according to a report 
from Colonel Homer Garrison Jr.. 
Director of the Texas Department 
o f Public Safety. 
“If this rate continues," Col­ 
onel Garrison said, “there will be 
2,500 liv es lost in traffic acci­ 
dents during 1950 and that will 
be 540 more than were k illed 
during the year 1949.” 
During the past 12 years the 
highest toll for the month of May 
was in 1947 when 160 were k illed. 
A prelim finary figure for May- 
1950 is 202 deaths and complete 
reports for that month will push 
the total to 225. 
Speed is the number one k iller, 
Garrison warned, in that it claims 
one out of ev ery three traffic 
deaths. 
Somehow we m ust im­ 
press upon driv ers that when they 
.nav e an accident while driv ing at 
excessiv e speed the resulting im­ 
p a ct is more than their bodies 
will stand. 
In an effore to reduce this mass 
slaughter, the

from Chief W. J. Elliott to curb 
speeding on Texas Rural High­ 
ways where traffic deaths hav e 
increased 24 per cent.

F orthright 
answers 
to 
fou r 
qu estions pu t to him in a letter 
from a W est Texan this week 
placed Governor 
Allan 
Shivers 
clearly on record for a "fair and 
equ itab le” old-age assistance sys­ 
tem in Texas. 
Replying to a commu nication 
from Archie Yates, 1318 N orth 
15th Street, Ab ilene, Shivers set 
forth in one-two-three fashion his 
views on old-age assistance. He 
w rote Yates as follows: 
"You r first qu estion is, ‘Do you 
favor the removal of the ceiling 
on old-age pensions and paym ents 
to needy children and dependent 
b lind?’ 
My answer is yes. 
"You nr second qu estion is, ‘Will 
you or will you not do all you can 
to have a constitu tional am end­ 
m ent su b m itted to the people to 
b e voted on at the earliest possi­ 
b le tim e?’ 
My answer is, I will. 
"You r third qu estion is, *Will 
you or will you not, if ceiling is 
removed, su pport a law raising 
su ch paym ents?’ 
My answer is: 
This is a m atter entirely for the 
Legislatu re, b u t I will b e happy 
to see the Legislatu re pass su ch 
laws as it feels fair and ju st in j 
all the circu mstances. 
"You r fou rth qu estion is, ‘Do 
you or do you not favor the State 
taking a lien on w hatever proper­ 
ty the old folks m ay have?’ 
My 
answer is, I do not.” 
In his letter to Yates, Governor 
Shivers pointed ou t that, as a 
m em b er of the State Senate in I 
1935 he w rote and sponsored the I 
first old-age pension 
law 
tha t! 
Texas had. 
Shivers also was a 
co-au thor of the 1941 tax b ill 
which to this day provides reve­ 
nu e for the old-age assistance 
program. 
"As a pu b lic official,” he said, 
"I have always endeavored to 
w ork for a fair and equ itab le old- 
age assistance program in Texas.”

New Compound Is 
Malaria Controller 


A new compound which may 
find ex tensive use in com bating 
m alaria has been discovered by I 
the 
chem istry 
departm ent 
of 
N orth Tex as S tate College 
at 
Denton. 
According to Dr. Price T ru itt1 
of the NTSC chem istry depart- 
I mont, the compound, derivative' 
of py ridine, is obtained from coal 
tar. 
Details of the discovery are 
being kept secret. Dr. T ruitt has! 
ex plained, until a 
further and j 
more complete testing period is 
finished. 
Samples of the compound are 
now being tested by Parke-Davis j 
Pharm aceutical Company of De-j 
troit, Michigan. 
Preliminary tests indicate that 
the drug shows some activity 
against m alaria, and that it has 
low tox icity . “Althoungh the drug 
probably will 
not replace qui­ 
nine," Dr. T ruitt ex plained, "it 
m ay be used as a supplement. 
It 
could well be used for those per­ 
sons who are allergic to quinine," 
he added.
